Jimmy Wales then proceeded to stand his ground and mockingly 
replied that the supporters can keep their money regardless of their 
number. He then continued, "No, you have to be kidding me. Every 
single person who signed this petition needs to go back to check 
their premises and think harder about what it means to be honest, 
factual, and truthful." 

When this reached supporters of alternative medicines, thev 
immediately reported it to Quora who removed it to avoid inciting 
prejudice and influence other people into believing what Wales; a 
great and very influential person has to say about homeopathy. 
Complaints then started pouring from all directions.

Indonesia. "Wikipedia is a valuable source of information for manv.
